SOME HIGH INTEREST 
STOCKS 


s——— 


By Oun FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


After a brief spell of dulness. attributed 
to the latest information regarding British 
shipping losses and the warnings regarding 
the possibility of an attempt by Germany to 
invade Britain, Stock markets became quietly 
firm towards the close of business on riday. 
This was the outcome of an increased feeling 
of confidence following Mr. Churchill’s re- 
view of the war on Thursday; while other 
favourable influences were the report from 
the U.S.A. that Mr. Roosevelt had given in- 
structions for the British Purchasing Com- 
mission to proceed at once with placing new 
orders under his ‘‘lending plan,” the con- 
tinued British and Greek advances against 
the Italians, and the British naval attack 
on Valona. These had the effect of raising 
prices of British Government securities frac- 
tionally. 

A rather better tendency was also notice- 
able in Home Industrials, because of the 
important tax concession announced by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who stated in 
the Commons that next year’s Budget would 
provide all traders with an allowance for 
Income tax and N.D.C. purposes in respect 
of buildings, plant and machinery erected for 
the war effort and proving redundant when 
peace returned. 

Not only does this promise an easing of 
the taxation burden on companées whose 
E.P.T. standard is unfavourable, but it will 
encourage some directors who may be hesitat- 
ing to go ahead with extensions which may 
be of valuable assistance in the war effort. 

Leading equities were also probably 
helped by the extremely good results of 
Turner and Newall, the asbestos combine, 
which, in addition to announcing a big ex- 
pansion in trading profits, also increased net 

rofit after making heavy tax provision. 

usiness, however, has remained quiet, partly 
because of the seasonal influences, although 
the Stock Exchange will be closed for only 
one day at Christmas. 

Another circumstance which tends to re- 
duce business is that. a large proportion of 
the new savings goes into one of the three 
new issues now on tap for financing war. 
Still there is apparently sufficient money left 
to support the older Stock Exchange securi- 
ties, which are also helped. by the short 
market supply of stock. 


INTEREST YIELDS 


Not a few people would wish to help the 
country by taking up 2! per cent. War 
Bonds or 3 per cent. Defence. Bonds, but 
because of the effect of the war in reducing 
incomes they feel compelled to seek a much 
bigger return on their money. Consequetly 
they buy Home Railway Prior Charge issues, 
more particularly some of the ‘‘ marginal” 
Preferences, Bank Shares and Industrial 
Debenture, Preference and Ordinary issues. 

As frequently pointed out in these notes, 
some English fhuieas Preferences give excep- 
tionally high yields, mainly because it is not 
certain that the full dividends will be earned 
when the lines return to private ownership, 
a ml that may be a very long way off 
yet. nly the partly-paid Bank Shares 
which carry a potential liability for uncalled 
capital return substantially more than first- 
grade investment securities, while sound In- 
dustrial Debentures and. Preferences that 
promise a fairly high yield are scarce. 
A purchase of Ordinary Shares might involve 
depreciation of capital, for, broadly speaking, 
the outlook for such investments is not clear. 

Apart from the higher taxation that has to 
be met, particularly the 100 per cent. E.P., 
the net profits may be affected in the future 
by provision for insurance against war 
damage, a circumstance brought home to the 
business community by the appearance of the 
War Damage Bill now being considered in 
Parliament. These uncertainties apparently 
prevented adjustment of yields from Ordinary 
Shares to accord with the diminished return 
from Gilt-edged securities. 


MINIMUM PRICES 


As British Government and other first-class 
securities have risen substantially since the 
early summer, it is suggested that there 
should be a revision of the minimum selling 
prices fixed by the Stock Exchange Com- 
mittee. The alteration would be quite 
ustified, but it may be doubted if it would 
bas much market effect and if it is really 
necessary. Current quotations of many British 
Government Stocks are from five to eight 
points or more above the minima, but if 
the latter were altered to a point nearer 
present-day values the circumstances would 
make no real difference to either buyers or 
sellers. Still it should not be thought that 
retention of the present limits for sales of 
stock is due to the possibility of a change 
in the political situation that would cause 
acute weakness in markets. Any revision of 
minimum prices would have to embrace 
Colonial and Dominion Government Stocks, 
many of which have also risen substantially in 
the last few months. South Africa 5} per 
cent. 1953-73 is quoted about six points above 
its minimum. In two Australian a per cents. 
the difference is from 7 to 74 points, and 


New Zealand 34 per cent. 1949-54 and 3 per | 


cent. 1952-55 are 7 and 8 points, respectively, 
above their minima. 


CORPORATION STOCKS

Although there will not be a superabundance of 
Christmas fare and an absence of seasonal 
luxuries, the supply position as regards both 
perishable and non-perishable commodities may be

While there is yet t for recovery, the turkey 
trade has certainly suffered a distinct ‘ set-back ”’ 

' the somewhat -belated announcement by the 

inistry of Food that retail prices of both Firean 

and home-fed turkeys will be controlled. There 
is uo doubt that more or less sensational reports 
of exceptionally high prices being realised at. 
country auctions and country markets caused 
anxiety and called for official intervention, but, as 
was pointed out by one leading Manchester whole- 
sale poultry dealer, the fixing of a maximum of 
2/- for birds over 18lb. weight and 2/4 per Ib. 
under that weight was virtually what members of 
the retail trade had paid at the outset. There was 
also the cos; of dressing to be taken into con- 
sideration, and this, in common with other over- 
head charges had increased considerably as com- 
pared with pre-war years. He suggested that had 
a maximum price of 2/10 per Ib., irrespective of 
conntry vf origin, weight and quality, been fixed 
for the wholesale trade, the law of supply and 
demand wold have come into operation, and 
that, while the consumer was given a square deal, 
both the wholesaler and retailer weuld have 
received a reasonable profit. 
_In the meantime, quotations for other descrip- 
tions of dead poultry are steadily advancing, and 
at the time of writing best chickens realise 2/- to 
2/2, fowls 1/4 to 1/5, ducklings 2/-, geese 1/4 to 
1/6, and turkeys 2/- to 2/4 per Ib. With demand 
for pheasants in excess of supply. quotations for 
best birds have risen io 18/- per brace. Best 
trapped rabbits remain firm at 4/- per coiple, 
brown hares 4/6 and blue 2/6 each (wholesale). 
So fat as the provision trade is concerned, «is- 
tribution of bacon, which includes a fair proportion 
of Eirean and Canadian, is proceeding steadily, 
with current allotments well up to coupon require- 
ments. | 

Bacon factories are still steadily employed, pas 
arrivals of pigs is being maintained at recent 
levels. To avoid any delay releases of butter are 
being made on the two-ounce basis for the next 
fortnight and the full allowance is being readily 
taken up. Hams move fairly well, and allotments 
up to roughly 50 per cent. have been made to 
caterers. Available supplies of Eirean and home- 
produced eggs have found a ready outlet, and 
arrivals of imported. which include Chinese. and 
Argentine are again slightly larger. 

Arrivals of fat cattle to Mode Wheel, the collect- 
ing centre under the Government scheme, were of 
a moderate character, and the bulk of the supply 
consisted of fat cows. A fair number of sheep and 
a few calves were also entered. As the Water strect 
collecting centre for pigs will be closed until after 
the holidays, arrivals were on a correspondingly 
larger scale and sufficient to cover that period, 
Good, useful animals were much in evidence. 
About two-thirds of the stock were allocated for 
bacon and the remainder for pork purposes, So 
far as meat was concerned. all classes of home- 
killed and imported available was sufficient to 
cover the amended quota of 1/10 per head.

CAR ? 


SURPRISE TURN IN 


CORK CASES 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Saturday. 

After Patrick Curley. West street, Tallow, 
Co. Waterford, had been returned for trial 
on a manslaughter charge here to-day, a 
second solicitor who appeared for him in a 
seriés of charges arising out of the same ac- 
cident, said that Curley was not driving 
the car at all on the occasion. 

The cases arose-from an accident near Water- 
grasshill on November 18th, when a group 
of school children was run into by a car, and 
one girl, Josephine Cotter, was fatally in- 
jured. 

Witnesses in the manslaughter charge in- 
cluded four of the children. Sergeant Hunt 
put in evidence a statement by Curley, in 
which he said that he slept in the car the 
night before, having been caught out without 
petrol. A man named Conway was with him, 
Vescribing the accident, he said that when 
he braked the car it swerved and ran along 
the ditch, hitting the children. Mr. Quinlan, 
solicitor, reserved his defence, and the ac- 
cused man was returned for trial on bail 
on the manslaughter charge 

When the court took up the hearing of 
summonses for dangerous driving, defective 
brakes, failure to produce a driving licence 
and failure to produce a certificate of insur- 
ance, all arising from the same accident, 
Mr. Michael Dorgan, who appeared for de- 
fendant, said that his instructions were that. 
Curley was not driving the car on this occa- 
sion. 

Patrick Curley himself was then sworn 
and stated that he was not th» driver when 
the accident occurred. He sa:.i that it was 
Anthony Conway, of Convent View, Tallow, 
his companion, who was driving. and that in 
his statement to the police, at Conway's re- 
quest, he had stated that he was the driver. 
Witness admitted driving the car to a dance 
at Kildorrery on Sunday night, Returning 
next morning yg ran out of | anor slept 
in the car, and, having obtained petrol, re- 
sumed their journey, Conway driving. Con- 
way was still driving when the accident 
occurred, but asked witness to say that he 
Was driving. 

Cross-examined by Mr. D. Casey, State 
Solicitor, witness said that he was confused 
when he made the statement to the Guards, 
and did not realise it involved a charge of 
manslaughter. 

District Justice O’Sullivan said that on 
Curley’s evidence he would issue a warrant 
for the arrest of Anthony Conway, and leave 
it to the jury to decide which of the men 
ran down the child. Meanwhile he would 
adjourn the summonses until after the sit- 
ting of the Circuit Court.

VERDICT OF ACCIDENTAL

NENAGH, Sunday. 


A rider calling for the compulsory dimming 
of motor car headlights was passed by a 
Nenagh jury at the inquest on Daniel Joseph 


Gleeson, M.A. (aged 42), editor of ihe 
Nenagh Guardiar who died as the result of 
injuries received in a motor car accident 


near Borrisokane last Friday evening, when 
his motor car was in collision with a horse- 
drawn vehicle, driven by G. F. Cleary, 
Mohernenagh. The jury also warned the 
public that lights should be fixed to the sides 
of horse-drawn vehicles. 

Dr. Quigley said that death was due to 
laceration of the brain and to cardiac failure. 

The jury voted sympathy with Mrs. Gleeson 
and her children. 


The Rev. A. D. Courtney, Mr. Sean 
McCurtain, solicitor, and Superintendent 
O'Dowd paid high tributes to Mr. Gleeson’s 
popularity. 


A verdict of accidental death was returned.

America’s Attitude 


The widely regretted death of the 
Marquess of Lothian has enabled the British 
Prime Minister, as it were,. to kill two 
birds with one stone. By his appointment 
of Viscount Halifax as British Am- 
bassador to Washington, Mr. Churchill 
has paid a high compliment to the people 
of the United States, and at the same 
time has got rid of a Foreign Secretary 
who, for all his brilliant gifts, hardly was 
the right man to direct Britain’s foreign 
policy at the most critical stage in her 
Empire’s history. As had been anticipated 
generally, Mr. Anthony Eden will replace 
Lord Halifax at the Foreign Office; 
Captain David Margesson, the Conserva- 
tive Chief Whip, will become Minister 


| for War, and Lord Cranborne, who is 


Mr. Eden’s fidus Achates, will become 
the official spokesman of the Foreign Office 
in the House of Lords. By common 
consent, the post of British Ambassador 
to the United States is regarded as being 
second in importance only to that of the 
Prime Minister. The late Lord Lothian, 
who was a Liberal by tradition, as well 
as by instinct, was highly successful in. 
Washington, where his transparent honesty 
of purpose made a deep impression. The 
mere fact that Mr. Churchill-has chosen 
his Foreign Secretary to replace the late 
Ambassador bears witness to the British 
desire to maintain and improve friendly 
relations with the United States; and 
there can be little doubt that Lord Halifax 
is almost an ideal choice. He proved his 
diplomatic qualities while he was Viceroy 


once said that he would rather be a 
Master of Foxhounds than Prime Minister 
of England, he is so typically English in 
outlook and manner that he is certain to 
become popular in the United States.

' declared again and again that the United 
States will do everything possible—‘ short 
of war’’—to ensure a British victory over 
the Germans. President Roosevelt himself 
is responsible for the proposal to lend 
ships, aeroplanes, tanks, and other 
materials of war to Great Britain in order 
to short-circuit the clauses of the 
Neutrality and Johnson Acts. Not un- 
naturally, the German Government is 
annoyed at the course of events in the 
United States, and has expressed its 
opinions with some force, not through the 
‘‘usual diplomatic . channels namely, 
through the German Embassy in Washing- 
ton—but through the medium of an official 
spokesman in Berlin. This official, who 
remains anonymous, announced on Satur- 
day that he spoke with the full authority 
of the Auswdrtiges Amt. He referred to 


British Minister of Shipping, that the 
Government of the United States should 
appropriate certain German ships in 
American waters and either sell, or lease 
them to Great Britain. The German 
spokesman described this proposal as “a 
serious matter.” He said that the German 
Government was “deeply concerned " at 
the ever-growing assistance that was being 
given by the United States to Great 
Britain, adding that the present condition 
of affairs was ‘‘intolerable.’”’ American 
policy towards one of the warring nations, 
he declared, had been marked by “ friend- 
liness and restraint,’’ whereas towards the 
other the United States Government had 
pursued a policy of ‘‘ pinpricks, challenges, 
insults, and general aggression, which had 
reached a point of insupportability.’’ 
These words are unusually strong. The 
fact that they have been spoken publicly, 
with the authority of the German Foreign 
Office, indicates that the situation as 
between Germany and the United States 


A | has reached a crisis almost comparable to 


that which followed the re-election of 
Woodrow Wilson to the. Presidency in 
1916. President Roosevelt and his 
Administration are determined to keep the 
United States out of the war; they are 
equally determined to give all the help in 
their power to Great Britain, In 1917, 
when General Ludendorff was virtual 
dictator. in Germany, he deliberately 
challenged the Americans by his insistence 
on the unrestricted U-boat campaign, 
believing that he could defeat the Allies 
even if the United States should enter the 
war. Is history about to repeat itself in 
1941? Only one man can answer this 
vital question. 


The Irish Language 


The Department of Education has 
devised a scheme for the Gaelicising of 
rural Ireland. It has great virtues, 
inasmuch as it depends upon the work of 
missionaries—albeit paid missionaries. 
The idea is that fifty young men shall 
be chosen—out of a ‘doubtless unlimited 
field—by public examination. They will 
be questioned in such subjects as the Irish 
language and literature, methods of teach- 
ing, folklore, production. of drama and 
choral singing. These fifty will be sub- 
jected to a further test—in general know- 
ledge—and twenty-five, the surviving half, 
will be the called and chosen. Candidature 
will be confined to men between the ages 
of 22 and 50, and their salaries will begin 
at £222, and will rise to £385, exclusive 
of bonus—presumably, the Civil Service 
bonus, which is not inconsiderable. We 
think that this is one of the Government's 
brighter ideas, inasmuch as it is not based 
upon hard and fast legalities, but will 
stand or fall according to the utility or 
inutility of keen and interested men. 
There has been no time within living 
memory when the Irish language made 
progress, except when it was propagated 
by men who held that its propagation was 
their mission in life—in other words, by 
ardent, persOnal missionaries. Thousands 
of “ speakers” were created during the 
early years of this century, when the 
Gaelic League still was filled with pro- 
pagandist zeal. Official sanction has 
destroyed the fine fury of those early days. 
It is no longer a privilege to learn the 
Trish language, but a school task. Not 
one schoolboy in ten remembers the fifth 
proposition of the First Book of Euclid 
for a year after“he has left school, and— 
doubtless, for similar reasons—not one in 


ten cares to recall, er to use, his Irish, 


Such is the fate of all compulsory 
subjects—at least, in a land where com- 
pulsion of any kind is an object of 
abhorrence. It is not because we dislike, 
but because we desire, a more widespread 
knowledge of the Irish language that we 
applaud this latest venture of the Depart- 
ment of Education. - We believe that its

Is Christmas Dull? 


Recently the students of the Technical 
Institute in Parnell square hejd an 
interesting—if “not particularly profit- 
able—debate. The subject was “that 
‘Christmas is the dullest day: of the year,” 
and many amusing views were expressed. 
Although some people do not like to admit 
it, Christmas Day is regarded by many 
as one of the dullest days: of the year. 
During the rest of the year there are 
many other days which turn out to be dull 
against expectation ; but one knows what 
to expect .at Christmas. The main 
reason for the apparent dullness of 
Christmas Day probably is the fact that 
it comes as an anti-climax to a long period 
of. preparation, which, to say the least of 
it, is by no means pleasant. The city is so 
crowded with people doing their Christmas 
shopping that it is impossible to move 
from place to place with any degree of 
comfort. Presents must be bought for 
relatives and friends. The Christmas 
turkey must be obtained—this year the 
purchase of a turkey will present even 
greater difficulties than formerly. Many 
houses must be decorated, and in many 
others the sleeping arrangements must be 
altered to accommodate an unexpected 
guest. When Christmas Day comes, it 
seems to be rather an uninspiring con- 
clusion to so much preparation. Certainly 
not everybody feels in this way; children 
prefer Christmas to any other day in the 
year, as it is the day when Santa Claus, 
delivers his long-awaited load of gifts, and 
the older people welcome Christmas as an 
excuse to bring the whole family together 
once more. To those betweén childhood 
and old age Christmas may well seem dull, 
and, in some cases, even irksome. One 
wonders, too, whether it is right—even on 
purely secular grounds—to celebrate the 
most joyous festival 
calendar by eating as much as it is 
humanly possible to eat. Judged entirely 
from a material point of view, it would 
seem that Christmas is, indeed, the dullest 
day of the year; but the motion was lost 
by eleven votes to forty-three. Since it is 
improbable that all—or even the majority 
—of the members of the Debating Society 
are either in childhood or senility, some 
of the old-fashioned appeal of Christmas 
must still be present.

Defences Ready 


German air activity over this country 
during the week-end has not been on a 
large scale, but bombs have been dropped, 
and in the London area they caused some 
casualties, and a fair amount of property 
was damaged..

Debates on Man-power

80 Yeors Earlier 


The accident in question had points of 
similarity with an equally terrible occur- 
rence at the same place nearly eighty years 
ago. One of the victims on that occasion 
was Mr. Michael Gunn, father of the 
founders, and then proprietors, of the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin. 

One of the ‘ Favoufite’’ omnibuses, 
which ran in those days from Rathgar to 
Nelson’s Pillar, stopped in the middle of 
the bridge to allow. a pasesnger to alight. 
The old bridge was very steep, and the 
horses had difficulty in starting again. 
They backed in a circle against the wooden 
paling which stood between the road and 
the canal lock.

‘right side up. There were only a few feet 
of water in the lock, and everyone would 
have been saved had not the lock-keeper 
turned on the upper sluices with the idea 
of floating the vehicle. 

The accident occurred on an April night, 
and in the darkness and confusion the six 
passengers were drowned. Only the driver 
was saved. 

When the lock-keeper’s mistake was 
realised, the lock was drained, but by that 
time all the coach’s passengers were dead.

BRITISH PREPARE 
~NEW ATTACK 


ESTERDAY’S communiqué from 
British G.H.Q, at Cairo says — 
Reinforcements are steadily reach- 
ing our troops in the Bardia area. 
A further seven guns have been 
collected from the enemy frontier 
posts, which we recently occupied. 
On other fronts the situation remains 
unchanged. 
Marshal Graziani has reported 
to Signor Mussolini that British 
armoured . divisions were marking 
time before Bardia, and the Duce 
“must not doubt the bravery of 
the Italian troops,” says Associated 
Press. 
Marshal Graziani’s explanation of what he 
describes as ‘‘the first phase of operations in 
the western desert’ is contained in a long 
report to Mussolini, according to the official 
Italian Agency, quoted by Press Association. 
The British attack at dawn of December 
9th came as no surprise to the Italian Com- 
mand, he declares, adding that the attack 
was launched at the very moment when 
Italian preparations to resume the advance 
from Sidi Barrani to Mersa. Matruh were on 
the point of completion. . These preparations 
had been made in spite of great difficulties, 
owing to the inadequate state of communica- 
tions between the Libyan frontier and Sidi 
Barrani and the almost entire lack of water 
in the occupied zone of the desert 


THE DUCE’S ORDERS 
The following account of the report is 
given by the agency :— 
“The day following the capture of Sidi 
Barrani (by the Italjans) preparations were 
begun in accordance with the orders of the 
Duce, with a view to eventual operations 
against Mersa Matruh—the British base, 
some 70 miles east of Sidi Barrani. Actually, 
the state of communications between the 
Libyan frontier and Sidi Barrani, together 
with the almost entire lack of water in the 
occupied zone, did not permit of an imme- 
diate continuation of the offensive. After the 
capture of Sidi Barrani work had to be 
started at once on the construction of a water 
ee and a THA road from Fort 
‘apuzzo to Sidi Barrani. In the meantime, 
troops with supplies and all services were 
concentrated, with a view to resuming the 
offensive. 

‘*In order to economise in means of trans- 
port, a number of units, eager to fight, 
achieved on foot moves of several hundreds 
of kilometres. 

“ By the beginning of December prepara- 
tions were almost compleie, difficulties of all 
kinds having been overcome. The water 
pipeline, an outstanding technical achieve- 
ment built in record time, had supplied 
335,000 litres (about 67,000 gallons) of water 
a day to Sidi Barrani, while military pre- 
parations were well advanced. Supplies of 
food, munitions and fuel had alrea been 
moved to advanced positions, om j only 
mechanised transports, which were being sent 
from Italy, were awaited. 

‘‘Meanwhile our Air Force was systemati- 
cally attacking the enemy in the rear, while 
the enemy concentrated his attacks on our 
rear bases, especially Benfihazi. 


SKIRMISHES 

“In order to test the enemy’s resistance 
ahd discover his strength, the Italian ad- 
vanced troops swept the territory in front of 
our positions, engaging in skirmishes against 
his mechanised forces. By this means in- 
creasing aggression and boldness was noticed 
on the part of the latter, and culminated in 
the incident of November 19 on the front 
under the command of General Maletti.

“In general, a very short preparation was 
entrusted to the artillery and the Air Force. 
As soon as the terrific aerial bombardment 
ceased, armoured units advanced from all 
directions against our troops, so that, in 
spite of the fiercest resistance, the various 
positions went down one after another in a 
few hours. 

“The first point to be attacked was that 
under General Maletti, who began to with- 
draw until he was overcome, together with 
the Second Libyan Division. Against the 
armoured mass operating concentrically over a 
wide front, the opposition of our anti-tank 
and the artillery of our divisions, forced to 
disperse their fire on a number of very mobile 
objectives, was ineffectual. It is in the crush- 
ing superiority of the armoured units 
employed en masse that the reason for the 
enemy’s initial success is to be found. Our 
National and Libyan Diyisions were worthy, 
even during this battle, of the traditions of 
courage and heroism of our Army. 


‘PAGES OF GLORY” 

‘Commanders and troops wrote pages of 
glory, and episodes of epic grandeur were 
played out during this unequal struggle 
between the soldiers of Italy and the 
armoured formations of the British Empire. 
Detachments of our divisions isolated and 
encircled on every side resisted to their last 
shot. After having eliminated the heroic 
troops of General Maletti and those of the 
Second Libyan Division, the enemy hurled 
himself against Sidi Barrani, where the 
‘January 3rd’ Blackshirt Division, bom- 
barded as well from the sea and from the 
air, resisted bravely for two days. ; 

‘The First Libyan Division, after being 
submitted to intense bombardment from 
British aircraft and the fleet, had tried to fall 
back on Sidi Barrani, but found the road cut 
by enemy armoured cars. It resisted for a 
long time, knowing that its fate was sealed. 

“This situation threatened to overthrow 
even the divisions of the second line, so 
that no counter-attack could be launched 
against the armoured divisions. 

“ Exploiting the resistance of the troops 
in Sid) Barrani, Marshal Graziani, there- 
fore, advised the withdrawal of the rear 
divisions .on the line Halfaya (Hell-fire 
Pass) to the sea, Sollum and Capuzzo, 
where defence positions had been prepared 
in the meantime with other divisions from 
the rear. The retreat of the Catanzar's 
Division was carried out, and the heroic 
sacrifice of a few detachments, who were 
able to resist until the day of December 
12, allowed two-thirds of the division to 
reach the line at Sollum. 

“The Cirene division was able to extri- 
cate itself better from enemy pressure, but 
reached Halfava very tired. On the evening 
of December 12, while the last defenders of 
Sidi Barrant and Makaele, who had been 
encircled for three days, were making a final 
effort to resist, the advanced guard of the 
enemy’s armoured columns tried to outflank 
the right wing of our troops at Halfaya.

THE BERLIN STATEMENT 


The statement made by the spokesman of 
the German Foreign Office stressed that he 
was expressing the views of his Government, 
according to a Transradio message from 
Berlin to New York, quoted by the Press 
Association. 

Referring to U.S. foreign policy, the 
spokesman said: ‘‘We are watching with 
great interest the attitude of a nation which 
has shown only restraint and - friendliness 
towards one warring nation, but whose atti- 
tude towards the other has consisted of a 
policy of pinpricks, challenges, insults and 
moral aggression, which has reached a point 
of insupportability.”’

FIRE IN BERLIN

many were also attacked, as well as the 
invasion ports. At Boulogne a 5,000-ton 
supply ship received a direct hit from a salvo 
of bombs and was hlown to pieces. 

A British Air Ministry News Service state- 
ment from K.A.F. Headquarters in the 
Middle East states :— 

“The first wave registered four direct hits 
on three hangars, which caused several fires 
and one explosion, at Castel Benito aero- 
drome. Eleven enemy aircraft were destroyed 
by flames or by direct hits, and several 
others were damaged. 

“The second formation of British 
bombers had seven direct hits on or near 
the hangars, three homhs falling on two 
hangars other than those attacked by the 
first flight. Eight aircraft were destroyed 
by flames or direct hits, and others were 
damaged. Two large explosions occurred, 
one blowing up a building. All the raiding 
aircraft, having dropped their bombs, dive- 
attacked and machine-gunned the aerodrome. 
When the last aircraft left fires were blazing 
over a large area of tne aerodrome; one 
bomb dump was seen to be on fire, ard the 
fire was visible 70 miles sway. All the 
British aircraft returned safely. 


PORT ATTACKED 


‘During the night of December 20/21 
bombers of the R.A.F. raided Benghazi and 
Berka, states the British Air Ministry News 
Service. 

“Tires and explosions were caused amon 
buildings at Berka, and dispersed aircrait 
were machine-gunned from 500 feet. Bomb- 
ing by other aircraft at Benghazi started 
various explosions on the Mole, and two 
fires were seen near warships. At Gambut 
an enemy bomber was intercepted and shot 
down in flames. 
“British fighter aircraft near Tepeleni, in 
Southern | Albania, encountered a formation 
of enemy bombers, one of which was de- 
stroyed.

“In Italian East Africa a night raid was 
carried out on Asmara. One large factory 
shed was set on fire, and burnt fiercely, ac- 
companied by violent explosions. 

“ Garala Aerodrome was also successfully 
attacked. One of the British bombers failed 
to return. Berati, in Centra] Albania, was 
raided on Friday. Despite poor visibility, 
bombs were dropped on the target area, and 
fires were caused.

We regret to announce the death, which 
took place in Dublin yesterday, of Sir Nevile 
Wilkinson, K.C.V.O., Ulster King of Arms. 
He was aged 71. 

Sir Nevile was a son of the late Colonel 
Josiah ‘Wilkinson, and was born in October, 
1869. He received his early education at 
Harrow, from where he proceeded direct to 
Sandhurst. Before he was twenty-one he was 
gazetted to the Coldstream Guards, with 
whom he spent sixteen years, serving with 
the corps throughout the South African 
campaign.

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“ As Jong as the British Navy retains the 
mastery and the British Air Force is unde- 
feated a landing operation in Britain will be 
extraordinarily difficult, writes 7'rud, organ 
of the Soviet trade unions, says a Press 
Association War Special. 

“The British Air Force,’ the newspaper 
continues, “is restoring its losses from its 
own resources and with American aid. 

‘‘In spite of the British shipping losses the 
total British tonnage remaining exceeds the 
indispensable minimum of eight to nine 
million tons. 

“ According to the foreign Press, England 
has 40 to 50 trained divisions, including at 
least five tank divisions. 

In order to make a successful invasion the 
Germans must land at least an equally strong 
force. 

‘‘Soon after Italy entered the war,” the 
same newspaper says, 'it became clear that 
the. Italians were not only unable to secure 
supremacy in the Eastern Mediterranean, but 
oo also not secured satisfactory — 
or their communications between Italy and 
her African possessions.”’

“The appearance of the British Navy in 
the Adriatic, however, seriously menaces and 
hampers additional Italian reinforcements. 

‘*The ultimate outcome is still unclear,’ 
Trud concludes, “but if the Greeks succeed 
in entering Elbasan, Berat and Valona this 
will doubtless shell a major Italian defeat.’

A British Admiralty communiqué last 
night states :— 

“The Board of Admiralty regrets to 
announce that H.M. submarine Swordfish 
(Lt. M. A: Langley, DC, R.N.), is over- 
due, and mast be considered lost.

In October this year the Swordfish sank 
a German torpedo boat off the French coast. 

In February, 1937, she struck the bottom 
when making a deep dive off Portland Bill, 
and a secret piece of mechanism was carried 
away.

Langley, R.N, while in command of the 
submarine H 49, in September, 1940, «t- 
tacked a convoy of eight supply vessels with 
torpedoes, two of which found their mark.

and a colt, yet this is what we have in Mr. 
Arthur Fawcett’s assessment launched on the 
world in the last issue of the Jtaoing Calendar. 
And also all three are in the same stable, 
Beckhampton. How happy in the ordinary 
way a trainer would be to know that the 
Jockey Club handicapper had regarded him 
as having the three best two-year-olds in 
training. 
There is no personal recollection of any 


by fortune, but possibly thero have been 
cases in the past. John Porter used to have 
some remarkable vintage years, as, for in- 
stance, that in which he had the Derby 
winner of the following season, Blue Gown, 
as well as Rosicrucian and Green Sleeve, 
in their first season. Long before him John 
Scott, of Whitewall, used to have quivers 
full of brilliant first season horses. If, how- 
ever, a modern trainer has the supposed best 
two-year-old colt and ‘the supposed best two- 
year-old filly he has reason to be satisfied 
with his prospects. He does not ask for the 
three best. 

Mr. Fawcett has it that Poise (9st. ‘Tlb.) 
is the best, the filly by Umidwar out of 
Rosetta (9st. 41b.) the second best, and Moro- 
gora (9st. ólh.) the third best. The weight 
given him is paying a high tribute to Poise. 


Nearly a Sensation 


Being a gelding he would in certain raves 
have to run the filly at level weights, and 
would be receiving 3lb. from Morogoro. Thus 
the son of Fair Trial is regarded as 7lb. 
better than the best colt and Slb, better than 
the best filly. Poise, being in a state of 
sexlessness, cannot be entered for the sub- 
stitute classic races, which, by the way, close 
on 14th January. One sometimes thinks that 
the minds of members of the Jockey Club 
worked slowly in the not so distant past and 
that only earthquakes could disturb their 
traditions, The idea of a gelding running in 
the Derby, the winning of which sets the 
highest mark on a horse’s reputation and in 
a few seconds trebles his value, is unthink- 
able in these days. , 

It was as comparatively +ecently as the 
last years of the last century that the rule 
was passed forbidding the entry of geldings 
for the classic races. That was after a very 
moderate specimen of the thoroughbred 
called Curzon, owned and trained by Tom 
Cannon, finished second to Sir Visto, and 
he was beaten by only three-parts of a 
length, too. The horrible idea of such a 
horse as Curzon going down in the records 
as the winner of the Derby was too much 
for the Jockey Club, which was brought to 
its senses by what might have been a nerve- 
shaking anti-climax, so it was decided that 
it never could happen again, 


How Poise Got There 


The position of Poise in the Free Handi- 
cap follows his ready victory in the Back 
End Stakes from Sunny Island, Starwort, 
and Hyacinthus. In fact, it follows almost 
automatically, but not evervone thought 
that Poise would be regarded as better than 
the Rosetta filly. Up to that race Hyacinthus 
was regarded as possibly the best of the 
two-year-olds of his sex, but his failure at 
Newmarket destroyed, for the time at least, 
somine of the belief in him. Had he won at 
Newmarket, he possibly would have been in 
the position now occupied by Poise, and that 
would have been another curiosity about the 
Free Handicap—a colt not in the Stud Book 
as top weight.

Stakes, there is stil! a good deal to be said 
for Hyacinthus. He won an style at 
Nottingham, where he had behind him somo 
of those who in front of him at 
Newmarket, and one can afford to remember 
that it is got always sagacious to condemn 
a two-year-old on one seemingly moderate 
performance. A handicapper has, of course, 
to take the form as it stands. : 
On balance, the two-year-old that seemed 
“to come best out of her races was the Rosetta 
filly, and it will be surprising if her owner, 
Lt.-Commander Beatty, does not engage her 
in the Substitute Derby as well as in the 
fillies’ classics. In the third year of the 
last war the New Derby was won by a filly, 
Fifinella, who had not the same two-year-old 
record as that of the Rosetta filly. 


Bred to Stay 


It would be no surprise were the Rosetta 
filly to do likewise. If there was one thing 
that specially marked her performances 
during the season it was her brilliant speed, 
but there seems no valid reason why she 
should not show stamina as well next year, 
when she will have to race over distances of 
ground. Her sire, Umidwar, is by Blandford 
out of Uganda, who won the French Oaks, 
and has a magnificent stud record as the dam 
of stayers. One of her sons, Ut Majeur, won 
the Cesarewitch, after finishing third in the 
St. Leger. One of her daughters, Udaipur, 
won the Oaks, and another, Ukrainia, the 
French Oaks. 

Incidentally, Uganda goes back to Quiver, 
the dam of La Fleche <a Memoir, and grand- 
dam of Polymelus. We can remember, too, 
that the best performances of Umidwar were 
over a distance of ground, as his winning the 
Jockey Club Stakes showed. 

Then, Rosetta,is by Kantar, a real good 
horse in France, where he finished second in 
the French Derby, and won the valuable and 
much-coveted Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 
Bred by Lord Derby, and sold because it was 
thought she was not in foal, Rosetta is out of 
Rose Red by Swynford. Thus her daughter 
carries a double cross of Swynford, the sire 
of Blandford. With this wealth of staying 
blood in her veins, it will be a curiosity of 
breeding if the Rosetta filly does not turn 
out a staying three-year-old. 


A Surprise Assessment 


It is not so easy as in other seasons to be 
deeply interested in the Free Handicap, for 
reasons which need not be _ recapitulated. 
Possibly, even probably, there may be very 
good two-year-olds that we have not seen at 
all, or else seen very little of—the Manton 
colt, for instance, that made 5,000 guineas 
at the sale of the late Sir Abe Bailey’s 
horses. The handicapper has taken a high 
estimate of one of the little-known ones, the 
colt by Hyperion out of Castle Gay, whom 
he has placed fourth in his assessment, a 
pound below Morogoro The handicapper 
must have detected great possibilities in him 
or he would not have given him such a high 
place. He has only run twice—once unplaced 
and third to Poise and Counter Scarp on the 
second occasion. 

Owen Tudor, another of Fred Darling’s 


galaxy, has only 8st. 10lb., which is a good 
deal less than would have been predicted 
after his smart first appearance. The filly, 


Booklet (8st. 111b.) has a little less than had 
been expected. Some of her form does not 
make her out 7lb, behind the Rosetta filly, 
but the handicapper may have taken the 
view that she is all speed and that the 
tosetta filly will stay better, which is logical 
enough. 

The official handicapper’s “tip” for next 
year's Derby, whatever it may be, is the 
Rosetta filly if she is entered, and it would 
be rash to say that he is wrong if she only 
goes on in the right way.

THREE CLUB MEETINGS 


District, and Leinster—have held their

Different meetings it would have been diffi- 
cult to arrange. The Racing Club reports 
were read to a handful of members, mostly 
directors, who made no comments. The 
officials which the meeting had power to 
elect had been nominated in advance, and 
were automatically returned. Everything that 
was done, were it not for the obligations 1m- 
osed by the articles of association, could 
ns been done by the chairman and secre- 
tary, without any audience or assistance. The 
meeting was a mere formality. 

The Dublin and District meeting attracted 
a representative crowd, and it, went, with a 
swing. There was no unnecessary delay over 
the strictly formal proceedings; there were 
so many candidates for the committee that 
a ballot had to be taken, and, when “ gene- 
ral business ” came up, suggestions poured 
out of the members. It was a healthy, lively 
show. 

At the Leinster meeting there was a bigger 
attendance than I expected, but the fact that 
fewer nominations than there are seats were 
made for the board was not a good sign. 
There was a certain amount of criticism of the 
way the club had been run, but it was pin- 
pricking criticism, and it was rather much a 
one-man or two-men effort. With a solicitor 
in the chair it was natural that the rules of 
company procedure should be strictly ad- 
ministered, and that militated against free 
and easy discussion. It was not a good 
meeting. 


How They Stand 
HE sitions of the three clubs are 
briefly thus: 


The I.M.R.C, was left in a financial 
pickle owing to the war starting on the 
virtual eve of the 1939 Phenix Park meeting. 
By careful management the debts are being 
cleared off gradually, but careful management 
rules out the spectacular efforts for which 
the club was noted in the past, and a re- 
sult is that member-interest is small.

Not only that, but they have 
excellent brains in the committee, so that they 
run their financial affairs with efficiency. 
They are not infallible, and when they do go 
wrong they object strongly to writers of 
“ Motor Notes ” telling them so. However, 
this year I have nothing but praise for them. 

The Leinster Committee is weighed down 
with old men. I use the words “ old men ”' 
in a relative sense, Experienced directors 
are not only desirable, but essential in any 
club. It has been my experience, however, 
that the may of any committee should bau 
under thirty. There must be fellows who are 
willing to go out and look for courses, to 
measure them and dye them. If the old men 
will not do some and time-keeping

File Deserves a Title 
T is rather extraordinary, to my mind, 
| that, with such a high standard of 
amateur boxing here and with so many 
men taking part in the sport, there should 
be only one, E, Chandler, with a real knock- 
out punch. Of course, we have boxers who 
can apply the coup de grace when they have 
knocked their opponent all over the ring and 
have him there just as a victim; but Chandler 
can produce a decisive punch at any stage of 
a contest, and he seems to be unique here in 
this respect. As it would be an encourage- 
ment for others to develop on similar lines, 
I would like to see Chandler win an Irish 


senior title for the (first time this 
season. He is not by any means a 
“scientific boxer; last year he had a 


succession of knock-outs to his credit, and 
was a strong favourite for the light-weight 
championship, but in the final he was out- 
boxed by Ernie Smith, who was much too 
elusive at long range and kept Chandler tied 
up at close quarters. 


Perfect Timing 


If Chandler remains inside the light-weight 
limit in the next couple of months he will have 
Ingle and Dowdall to contend with, but af 
he can land his right to the jaw, even 
European champions will go down and stay 
down. I have seldom seen a_better-timed 
punch than that with which he knocked out 
T. Foran at the Stadium last week. It did 
not, travel more than a few inches, but it 


had a downward trajectory with the full 
weight of his body behind at the same 
moment as Foran was coming in, 
and that was that. In Belfast on 
Tuesday night Chandler’ delivered a 
similar punch, with similar results. The 
one drawback to boxing here ig the 


tendency to pat and paw with the open glove. 
Even some of our best men are guilty of this 
failing, and when the Army met the Rest of 
Ireland a short time ago there was not a sign 
of a knock-out in the entire evening. We 
could do with more of Chandler’s type of 


hitting. 
Contrast in Rugby 


The last two Rugby matches I watched 
could not have been more dissimilar in style. 
At Galway last Saturday Connaught and 
Munster had a ‘scrambling game, with hard 
forward play, tremendous tackling, but little 
or no attempt at passing movements. 
On Wednesday the Trinity Knights, a holiday 
touring side composed of past and present 
University men took on an Army XV in 
College Park, and provided a really enter- 
taining show. ‘Touch-kicking was used only 
for purely defensive purposes; otherwise any

A Great Little Forward 


I am prepared to admit that scientific 
Rugby is extremely difficult to carry out 
against the Connaught team. They will not 
trust their own three-quarters to produce the 
orthodox passing movements, so the scheme 
is defensive, with fast, light forwards always 
on the spot to pick up a dropped pass and 
race through the gap. Almost invariably the 
leader on these occasions is Josie Owens, who 
can almost be described as a freak forward. 
He weighs, believe it or not, less than ten 
stone, and he looks about the size and build 
of the average scrum-half. He cannot, of 
course, do much in the way of effective 
shoving, but he is a demon in the loose, ex- 
tremely fast and most difficult to pull down. 
He is a real menace in these interprovincial 
games; for he participated in both the Con- 
naught scores against Leinster, and made 
some bursts which gave the Munster defence 
a most anxious time. He must be one of the 
strongest men for his size and weight in the 
country; for the work in the loose. scrums 
is not exactly gentle in some of these games, 
and he can always hold his own, but he is too 
light to ever have had any hope of achieving 
higher honours. 


A University All-rounder

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VILLIERS SCHOOL 


PRIZE DISTRIBUTION 


The Villiers School annual prize distribu- 
tion was held in St. Michael’s Temperance 
Hall on last Thursday, when the pupils enter- 
tained a large audience of parents and friends. 
The programme opened with an operetta 
entitled ‘‘ Cinderella,” which was successfully 
presented by the pupils. The operetta was 
produced by Mrs. Burrows, with Mr. 
Franklin as musical director. 

The Reverend A. E. Hewetson-Jones, 
M.A., Chairman of the Board of Governors, 
took the chair for the prize-giving. 

After the opezetta the headmaster, the 


Rev. G. H. Burrows, M.A., read his 
report. He spoke of the success of pupils, 
both past and present, in examinations and 


athletics, anc also of the great increase in 
the number of pupils which had involved the 
taking over of new premises. 

The prizes were distributed by Professor 
R. J. Fynne, M.A., of Trinity College, 
Dublin. The Professor, in his speech, drew 
attention to the opening sentence of the 
report, in which the headmaster had referred 
to the school as “our community.” This, 
he said, was a doctrine which he himself had 
been teaching for many years, and which 
he was glad to find in Limerick. He out- 
lined the ideal school, in which teachers and 
pupils lived as »ne body, and individuality, 
which is inestimably precious, was not 
tampered with. He said that he thought 
such ideals wera to be found in - Villiers, 
together with loyalty. friendship and sport. 


PLACE OF EXAMINATIONS 


He referred with approval to: the: non- 
competitive scheme for awarding prizes, 
mentioned in the headmaster’s report, point- 
ing out that examinations should not be the 
main aim of education, but should be some- 
thing which pupils took in their stride 
while —s out for the things of value. 
The pupils should be encouraged in com- 
petition, not of themselves against other 
pupils, but of their present selves against 
their former selves. e said that he hoped 
the girls and boys of Villiers would look 
back on their schooldays with joy. He felt 
sure they would He emphasised the value 
of parents’ associations as a means of letting 
Parents know what is going on in the schools, 
and he hoped that one would be started in 
connection with Villiers in the near future.

At a special court here to-day, before Mr. 
J. C. Austin, R.M., Albert Henning, 448 
Captain Cooper .a fashionably . dressed 
Englishman, was-charged with obtaining by 
false pretences . £485 in cash, fourteen gold 
sovereigns and a silver watch and gold chain, 
value £14. 

Detective-Sergeant Nethercott said that the 
accused man stated that he was a married 
man and had four children and that he joined 
the Army in December last and was trans- 
ferred to Northern Ireland. He added: “I 
got £20 from a County Armagh girl, which 
she gave me of her own free will. This was 
early in November. Later I got £20 more 
from her and then went to the Grand Central 
Hotel, Belfast, occasionally visiting County 
Armagh. On another occasion I got £40 
from her and told her it was to pay a doctor, 
as I had a pain in my side and might have 
to undergo an operation for appendicitis. In 
the Grand Central Hotel I met a naval 
officer and had a drink with him. I was in 
civilian attire, but this officer called me 
‘Captain,’ and then everydne in the hotel 
thought I was a Captain, so I called myself 
Captain Cooper. [ went around and had a 
good time and laughed at the idea of people 
calling me Captain Cooper. I was with 
the officers, majors and colonels, and enjoyed 
myself. Any time I :an short of money I 
returned to County Armagh to see this girl. 
On one occasion I told her that my grannie 
had died and left me a lot of money. She 
gave me more money. Tha total amount I 
got from her was £485 10s. | 

The accused man was remanded in custody 
until next Monday.

heavier penaities on householders. 

The Northern Minister of Public Security, 
Mr. J. ©. MacDermott, K.C., M.P., stated 
on Saturday that German aircraft have been 
reconnoitring over Northern Ireland, a 
practice they have adopted prior to making 
real attacks. In Belfast, he said, the “ black- 
out” is less efficient than in other comparable 
cities in the United Kingdom, and the extent 
to which light is allowed-to show would give 
a valuable guide to aircraft. He warned 
motorists that they must at once get experts 
to see that their lights conform with the 
regulations.
